In an article published in this 
paper on the Slat of March last. it 
was pointed out that a gum of rough- 
ly $400,000,000 would have to be 
raised, and fi@ures were given show- 
ine how that sum waa arrived at. 
Well, aince then, the government has 
raised another $100,000,000 by means 
of ita conversion scheme. That leaves 
$200,000,000 remaining to be raised.
